WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon today ordered a worldwide alert 
of U.S. military forces “ for pru dent, 
precau tionary reasons,” amid reports 
of possible u nilateral interv ention by 
the Sov iet Union in the Middle East.

Friedheim declined to go into any 
details, ex cept to say that the alert 
order was issu ed by Secretary of 
Defense Jam es R. Schlesinger abou t 
midnight.

Among the u nits alerted was the 
Army ’s 8 2nd Airborne Div ision, which 
has a prim e mission to be sent to crisis 
points in ev ent of emergencies. 
Units of the nation’s nu clear striking 
force, the Strategic Air Command, 
also were inclu ded in the alert. 
The Defense Departm ent refu sed to 
confirm reports of the alert or to 
discu ss the situ ation in any way .

U.S. gov ernment sou rces stressed 
that the alert was in no way a mov e 
tow ard m obilization, bu t was a 
precau tionary measu re.

“ It is easy to start confrontations, 
bu t at this age we hav e to know where 
we will be at the end ...” Kissinger told 
a nationally telev ised new s con­ 
ference. 
“ The United States and the Sov iet 
Union are, of cou rse, ideological and to 
some ex tent political adv ersaries," 
Kissinger said. “ Bu t the United States 
and the Sov iet Union also hav e a v ery 
special responsibility . We possess, 
each of u s, nu clear arsenals capable of 
annihilating hu m anity .” 
“ We both of u s hav e a special du ty to 
see to it that confrontations are kept in 
bou nds that do not threaten civ ilized 
life ..." Kissinger said. 
Kissinger, at a news conference, 
said the two su perpowers hav e a 
special responsibility since each has 
nu clea r w eapons capable of a n­ 
nihilating hu manity . 
“ In all ou r dealings with the Sov iet 
Union we hav e attem pted to keep that 
in m ind,” he said. Speaking somberly 
while U.S. forces were on “general 
alert,” the secretary of state went on: 


“ It is easy to start confrontations, bu t 
in this age we hav e to know where we 
will be at the end.” 
Kissinger told a nationally telev ised 
news conference that ambigu ity abou t 
Sov iet intentions led President Nix on 
“ to ord e r ce rtain precau tionary 
m easu res to be taken by the United 
States.” 
The m ilitary alert was ordered amid 
reports the Sov iet Union might send its 
forces to police a cease-fire between 
Israel and her Arab enemies. 
Kissinger flatly rejected the in­ 
trodu ction of U.S. or Sov iet forces into 
the area, “ in whatev er gu ise.” 
“ The United States does not fav or 
and will not approv e the sending of a 
joint Sov iet-U.S. force into the Middle 
E ast,” Kissinger said. 
Kissinger refu sed to discu ss the 
details of commu nications inv olv ing 
possible Sov iet mov es. He said only 
that the adm inistration became aw are 
of possible Sov iet intentions. 
“We do not consider ou rselv es ... in a 
confrontation with the Sov iet Union

He said President Nix on decided, 
howev er, that it was essential the 
United States make its attitu de clear. 
“ It is inconceiv able that the forces of 
the great powers shou ld be introdu ced 
in the nu m bers that wou ld be neces­ 
sary ...” to enforce a ceasefire.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger today 
warned the Soviet Union that while the 
United States will try to avoid con­ 
frontation with it in the Middle East 
“ There are limits beyond which we 
cannot go.” 
With U.S. military 
forces on 
worldwide alert because of the Middle 
East situation, Kissinger reviewed 
American policy since the war broke 
out Oct. 6. 
“ It is easy to start confrontations, 
but at this age we have to know where 
we will bi* at the end ...” Kissinger told 
a nationally televised news con­ 
ference. 
"The United States and the Soviet 
Union are, of course, ideological and to 
some extent political adversaries,” 
Kissinger said. “ But the United States 
and the Soviet Union also have a very 
special responsibility. We possess, 
each of us, nuclear arsenals capable of 
annihilating humanity.” 
“ We both of us have a special duty to 
see to it that confrontations are kept in 
bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life ...” Kissinger said. 
Kissinger, at a news conference, 
said the two superpowers have a 
special responsibility since each has 
nuclear weapons capable of an­ 
nihilating humanity. 
“ In all our dealings with the Soviet 
Union we have attempted to keep that 
in mind,” he said. Speaking somberly 
while U.S. forces were on “ general 
alert,” the secretary of state went on: 


“ It is easy to start confrontations, but 


i i i this age we have to know where we 
will be at the end.” 
Kissinger told a nationally televised 
news conference that ambiguity about 
Soviet intentions led President Nixon 
“ to order certain precautionary 
measures to be taken by the United 
States.” 
'i’he military alert was ordered amid 
reports the Soviet Union might send its 
forces to police a cease-fire between 
Israel and her Arab enemies. 
Kissinger flatly rejected the in­ 
troduction of U.S. or Soviet forces into 
the area, “ in whatever guise.” 
“ Tie United States does not favor 
and will not approve the sending of a 
joint Soviet-U.S. force into the Middle 
East,” Kissinger said. 
Kissinger refused to discuss the 
details of communications involving 
possible Soviet moves. He said only 
that the administration became aware 
of possible Soviet intentions. 
“ We do not consider ourselves ... in a 
confrontation with the Soviet Union 
...” he said. “ We do not believe it is 
necessary to have a confrontation.” 
He said President Nixon decided, 
however, that it was essential the 
United States make its attitude clear. 
“ It is inconceivable that the forces of 
the great powers should be introduced 
in the numbers that would be neces­ 
sary ...” to enforce a ceasefire.

educational system proposed 
by two prestigious institutions. 
That tuition at public colleges 
and universities be* increased to 
cover 50 per cent of the cost of 
instruction is recommended by 
the Committee for Economic 
I development. 
In an unrealted report, the 
Carnegie 
Commission 
on 
Higher Education proposes 
that post-high school education 
Ik * geared to servo the needs of 
a broader spectrum of citizens. 
There is no question that there 


are young people in college, as 
the Carnegie report contends, 
who do not really wish to he 
there or who do not belong 
there. 
The bright young man or 
woman for whom a college 
education could he economic 
emancipation certainly should 
have all the help possible to 
overcome financial need. The 
C ED report 
stresses 
that 
tuition increases should not go 
into effect until adequate grant 
and 
loan 
systems 
were 
in 
operation. The prospect, then, 
is not for denying to large 
numbers of students the op­ 
portunity to attend college. It 
is, instead, making it possible 
to attend college under the 


burden of large long term debts 
for the student or the student s 
family. 
With the elimination of the 
draft as 
an inducement 
to 
college attendance, there ought 
to he fewer students in college 
today who don’t really belong 
there. Those who don’t should 
be dissuaded from continuing 
by enlightened guidance and 
career counseling. 
Pricing college out of the 
reach of additional students, on 
the assumption that 
their 
middle- 
or 
upper-income 
resources can meet any price, 
is as potentially dangerous to 
public institutions as it is to the 
young students that would he 
denied to them.

COLUMBUS, Ohio ( AP) - The State 
of Ohio is getting rid of land for as little 
as 7*2 cents an acre — even 106 acres 
inside the City of Cincinnati. 
But there will be no land rush. 
Only 1,676 acres are available and all 
sales are limited to occupants of so- 
called school and ministerial lands in 
five 
southern 
Ohio 
counties 
Washington, 
G allia, 
Hamilton, 
Hocking and Vinton. 


Those acres and thousands more 
were set aside 170 years ago when Ohio 
still 
was 
part 
of 
the 
Northwest 
Territory. Territorial leaders wanted 
to attract settlers by leasing homesites 
for what even then must have been 
nominal rates. 


The 110th General Assembly this 
year authorized state Auditor Joseph 
T. Ferguson to sell the last of the 
ministerial land for a sum equal to the 
annual rent paid by leaseholders. Be­ 
fore this act, the land was held under 
renewable 99-year leases that would 
have gone on forever. 
“ The problem that has faced the 
state for many years,” said Deputy 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson, “ was

COLUMBUS, Ohio I AP I — The State 
of Ohio is getting rid of land for as little 
as 7*2 cents an acre — even 106 acres 
inside the City of Cincinnati. 
But there will be no land rush. 
Only 1,676 acres are available and all 
sales are limited to occupants of so­ 
called school and ministerial lands in 
five 
southern 
Ohio 
counties 
— 
Washington, 
G allia, 
Hamilton, 
Hocking and Vinton. 


Those acres and thousands more 
were set aside 170 years ago when Ohio 
still 
was 
part 
of 
the 
Northwest 
Territory. Territorial leaders wanted 
to attract settlers by leasing homesites 
for what even then must have been 
nominal rates. 


Tile 110th General Assembly this 
year authorized state Auditor Joseph 
T. Ferguson to sell the last of the 
ministerial land for a sum equal to the 
annual rent paid by leaseholders. Be­ 
fore this act, the land was held under 
renewable 99-year leases that would 
have gone on forever. 
“ The problem that has faced the

that it cost us much more to ad­ 
minister and manage the lands and 
collect the rents on these properties 
than the total rents collected.” 
I Leaseholders “who attempted to sell 
the property without clear title, as well 
as the mortgage companies, lawyers 
and real estate finns” had their own 
dilemmas, Ferguson said. 
Hie entire problem 
came 
when 
around 1.2 million acres of southern 
Ohio land was sold in three purchases. 
John Cleves Symmes, one of the 
purchasers in the Cincinnati area, paid 
67 cents an acre for more than 300,000 
acres. 
Under the sales, section 16 of each 
township was set aside for schools and 
.section 29 of each township for the 
support of religion. Because the school 
lands 
are 
under 
more 
profitable 
leases, the state plans to keep them 
rented 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
school 
districts. 
Other ministerial lands not under 99- 
year leases had been sold previously. 
Since 1968, the piddling sums received 
from the 1,676 acres up for sale have 
been distributed to local school 
districts, too, after the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled state and church must be 
separated. 
Sales of ministerial lands began Oct. 
16, effective date of the legislature’s 
enabling act. 
Ferguson said the new legislation 
authorizes the 
auditor’s 
office 
to 
execute a governor’s deed for the land, 
including mineral rights, to current 
leaseholders for an additional year’s 
rent plus any delinquent rents. 
In some cases, as in old Storrs 
Township in Hamilton County, the 


annual rent has been 7*2 cents an acre 
under rates set in 1794 and never 
changed. 
If a leaseholder is delinquent, the 
auditor may confiscate the land after 
notifying the leaseholder by certified 
mail.

ATLANTA (AP) — Tests conducted 
with great apes are helping scientists 
learn 
m ore 
about

hum an 
problems as drug abuse, alcoholism, 
personality development and family 
relationships. 
The world’s biggest colony of captive 
chimpanzees, gorillas and orangutans 
is housed at Yerkes Regional Prim ate 
Research Center at Emory University, 
the only one which specializes in 
working with great apes. 
Center scientists study the apes to 
find solutions to human physical, 
social and mental problems. The apes 
are astonishingly sim ilar to man in 
structure, physiology and behavior. 
Baby apes in diapers are bottle fed 
and fondled to study mother-infant 
relations. In another section monkeys 
are given alcohol to learn how soon 
they become dependent on it. Other 
tests explore language communication 
and the ability to learn. 
Along with the research a sym­ 
pathetic relationship develops between 
humans and subhumans. Researchers 
talk to their ape friends as if they were 
human and give them a sense of 
security.

But they 
admitted it didn’t look like 
San Francisco. 
Tzufit Litib, who was born 
on the second day of the war, 
cried through the night in her 
crib m the clinic shelter. Her 
mother, Batia, could only 
spend 24 hours in the hospital 
because the doctors and 
nurses were busy with the 
wounded.
